New Executive

MADRID.—(/P)—While government 


officials are preparing for the open- 
ing of the National Assembly politi- 
cal circles are buzzing with the name 
of Manuel Bartolome Cossio, 74-year- 
old school teacher as a presidential 
prospect. 


Senor Cossio has been little known 


as a politician, but he is widely re- 
spected as an educator and adminis- 
trator. 


The tack of picking a new president 


to succeed Niceto Alcala Zamora, who 
is head of the provisional junta, falls 
upon the assembly as one of its im- 
portant tasks along with framing a 
consitution for the new republic. 


Spain, always a country of a thou- 


sand political rumors, is scanning 


closely the prospects for the presiden- 
tial chnir. Something of a boom for 
the old schoolmaster developed from 
recent announcements by such repub- 
licans as Zamora himself and Manuel 
Pedregal to the effect that Senor Cos- 
sio would figure as a candidate. 


Some observers construe this to 


menn that the present administration 
may throw Its support to Cossio. 


Cossio's entrance into the political 


arena is in contrast to his previous 
career. Virtually all his life he has 
been fundamentally the teacher and 
author. His political affiliations are 
neutral and some believe he might be 
a good bet as a chief executive be- 
cause he would be free from the an- 
tagonisms which have been growing 
among party factions. 


Cossio is a native of Madrid and a 


graduate of the Central university 
here. On a scholarship he studied 
Italian language and literature in the 
San Clements university in Bologna. 
He has been also a director of the 
Pedagogic museum of Madrid and held 
various educational posts under past 
governments. 


He still instructs his dally class in 


the Free Tuition institute of Madrid, 
which corresponds roughly to an 
American high school.

Russia Is Anxious 
FarToorisftMomsy 


Several Stores Are Set Up 


Where Only American 
Travelers May Trade

MOSGOW.-(#)-Dollars are in great 


demand fa Russia. 


Since the ruble has no,standing in 


international exchange, 'the govern- 
ment needs dollars—as • well as other 
foreign currencies—with which to set- 
tle tor its purchases abroad. 


Getting them from foreigners is one 


way of obtaining them. 


As'the sole shop-keeper, of the na- 


tion, the government for this purpose; 
and also for the convenience of 
strangers in Russia, has set up special 
stores in Moscow and other centers, 
catering to foreigners and in which 
only "valuta," or foreign money, may 
be spent. 
These stores are called "torgsin" 


(trade-with foreigners), and the goods 
they offer include both food and gen- 
eral merchandise of a type for above 
that for sale to the proletarian popu- 
lation in the stores at which only ac- 
credited citizens of the U. S. S. R. may 
trade. 


Here one may buy choice antique 


rugs, linens, furniture, food delicacies 
which have no place in the ordinary 
shops and wide varieties of clothing, 
all at prices which, are reasonable 
compared to the general colt-of living 
in Russia. 


Similarly two of the better hotels in 


Moscow accept only "valuta." One of 
them recently opened an: American 
bar and restaurant as an attraction for 
visitors. Here tourists- cari dine, dance 
to jazz band music and drink •<the of- 
ferings of pre-proWbition America—- 
but i only for "valuta." 


The foreigner entering Russia is 


asked to declare the exact amount of 
foreign currency he brings in with 
him, thus affording the government a 
record of what it can count on in 
potential trade. 


For the conveniences of those who 


shortsightedly converted their money 
into roubles at the border and thus 
find themselves unable to patronize 
the""torgsin" and some of the hotels 
the state bank will cash their per- 
sonal checks, in roubles, it is true, 
but accompanied by a receipt which 
permits them to spend in(these places 
roubles to the amount of the check 
they cashed in terms of dollars, 
pounds or francs.
